May it please Your Excellency, 



I had the honour, on the 10th ultimo, of submitting a Return 
of the acreage under flax in each county and province in the present 
year. I now beg to submit, for your Excellency’s consideration, 
'General Abstracts of the extent of land under the various crops, 
and of the number and description of live stock. 

As on former occasions, tbe information has been obtained by 
nearly 4,000 enumerators selected from tbe Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, who performed this duty in their nsual effi- 
cient and satisfactory manner. 

The figures in the Tables may be taken as correct, although 
on passing in review the crops and stock on each farm in Ireland, 

as is done in making a classification of the holdings (which are 

about 000,000 in number) — some alterations may he necessary. 

The inquiries commenced on the 1st of June, and terminated 
about the middle of July : the results are very interesting, and 
exhibit the effect of the great deficiency of the hay and other 
crops of 1859 on the number of live stock. It is, however, satis- 
factory to find that the decrease in cattle and sheep is not so 
great as might be expected, when the extraordinary prices of hay 
and all feeding for farm stock are taken into account.

Ab- 
stracts showing these changes in detail follow the General Tables 
for the counties and provinces, at pages 16 and 17. 

I have ventured to call attention to the state of the dwellings 
of the labouring classes, and have given a Table (page 18) showing 
the number of mud cabins having only one room, in each county 
at the period of the Census in 1 85 1 . 

On the subject of these vegetable pests of the. Farm Weeds 
I have made a fevy observations ; and as the emigration from Ire- 
land continues to attract much attention, a Table is given at page 
20, showing the number of emigrants from each province during 
the first eight months of 1859 and 1 860 ; they amounted in 1859 
to 59,409 ; — in I860, to 62,185. "

“ as bad as the architecture; in many consisting^nly of a pot for 
“ boilin 0 ' their potatoes, a bit of a table, and one or two broken 
“ stools^ beds are not found universally, the family lying on straw.” 

Weeds. In the Abstracts for last year, I observed that " an 

“ anxious desire is very generally expressed for a measure to pro- 
“ lect the industrious and improving Farmer who cleans his land 
“ from the great injury done to his Crops by the winged seeds of 
“noxious weeds , which are carried by the wind from the field of 
“ some careless neighbour,” or from the sides of public roads, 
railways, canals, &c. A “ Bill to provide for the destruction of 
“ certain weeds in Ireland" was introduced last Session of Parlia- 
ment by Sir William Somerville and Mr. Bellew, and from the 
general expression of opinion in its favour, it is to he hoped that 
the Bill may become law in the Session of 1861. 

Professor Buclrman, in his valuable essay on Weeds,* says : — 

“ It is well known that some of the most pernicious weeds are 
“ crowned with a feathery down, which acts as a tiny parachute, 
t( enabling such seeds to be wafted here and there by the slightest 
“ breeze , ' and thus they float for miles.'’ And again: “ One bad 
“ and dirty farmer may preserve weeds enough to continue a supply 
“ to a wide range of neighbours, in which case it would not seem 
“ unreasonable to call upon him to render compensation for da- 
“ mages.” 

Mr.Charles Dickens, in one of his excellent publications, writes 
“ It would appear that we are within the truth in saying that, 

“ where the weeds are not kept under, there is a loss incurred of 
“ one-fourth of the crop. The weeds rob the growth with which 
« they are mixed of some part of the food which the ground holds 
“ for the use of plants; they clog the ground mechanically ; they 
« keep air and light from the young seed ; they injure the crop 
■ 1 seriously when there is high wind or heavy rain ; they delay the 
“ processes of harvesting and stacking; and, by so doing, increase 
“ the farmer's risk; while the grain that has ripened under all 
“ these disadvantages, goes to the stack worse corn than it would 
“ have been had it been grown unaccompanied by weeds.” 

At the meeting of the lioyal Agricultural Society, at Waterford, 
in 1857, the following earnest observations were addressed by 
your Excellency to a large assemblage : — * * * 

“ I know that the total extinction of weeds must be a work of 
“ time, and of gradual and continued effort, like all ether great 
“ works;— but, Delhi has not yet fallen— and Irish weeds are not 
“ yet extirpated ; and I believe the one to be as essential to the 
“ real regeneration of Irish Agriculture, as the other is to the 
“ mn . rt.ia.1 glory and stability of the Empire.” Delhi has since 
fallen, but your Excellency will regret to learn that the weeds of 
Ireland still keep) possession of the field.
